“We are a little bit dreaming 
because we are in a good 
position in the league now. 
“We had a difficult time after 
some defeats and we are 
winning back now two games 
in a row and that’s important, 
game by game and to do our 
best and to do what we like 
to do which is playing foot¬ 
ball, and to play attractive, 
offensive football and go for 
it.

Saints though are getting 
players back at the right time 
and Koeman is confident that 
he can change things around 
if he needs to.

FAR as full Premier 
debuts go, there can’t 
have been many more 
impressive than Harrison 
Reed’s. 

The 19-year-old midfielder 
received his first top-flight start 
when he was named in the line-up 
for last Saturday’s home game 
against Everton, turning in a 
dynamic and tenacious display in 
the 3-0 win. 

For the Worthing-born young¬ 
ster, who has been with Saints 
since the age of seven, it was a 
moment to treasure. 

“It was a really special day for 
me, and also my family up in the 
stands,” he said. 

“It was a day I had been waiting 
for. 

“Obviously, I made my first- 
team debut last year against 
Barnsley and then in the Premier 
League against Man City, so I’ve 
been waiting patiently for my 
first start, and it came on a really 
good day for me and the team.” 

NERVES 

Watching Reed’s display, and 
subsequently listening to him 
speak so confidently and elo¬ 
quently, it is hard to imagine he 
would have been overcome by 
nerves ahead of the game. 

But the youngster admitted 
there were a few uneasy 
moments. 

“I was really nervous, but really 
excited at the same time, to be 
walking out the St Mary’s tunnel 
for the first time, in front of a full 
house,” he said. 

“I knew it was going to be a real¬ 
ly special moment for me, and it 
was one I was looking forward to. 

“I sort of thought I’d be starting 
on the Friday, because we ran the 
set-plays and team shape, so the 
nerves set in a little bit then. 

“I went home and told my par¬ 
ents, and throughout that night 
there were thoughts coming into 
my head about the different situa-

tions I could be facing in the game, 
the opponents. 

“I had a good night’s sleep and 
then I woke up in the morning 
feeling a bit sick with nerves. 

“I went to the ground, and to get 
around the boys really sort of set¬ 
tled me down a little bit. 

“A few of them spoke to me 
about sort of what to expect and 
how they wanted me to play. 

“I was fine up until we came in 
after the warm-up when the 


nerves really, really set in then. 

“Sort of walking to the tunnel, 
walking out the St Mary’s tunnel 
was amazing. To get my first 
touch straight away settled me 
down really well.” 

Reed added: “All the coaches 
spoke to me and settled me down, 
gave me advice, so I knew exactly 
what I was expected to do. 

“The senior boys, Jose [Fonte], 
the captain, put his arm round me 
before the game and said ‘You 
don’t have to prove anything. All 
the boys know what you’re capa¬ 
ble of doing. Just go out there and 
play your normal game,’ so that 
was really reassuring.” 


Reed’s mum and dad were both 
in the stands to watch him play, 
along with his brother and some of 
his friends. 

“I had ten tickets for the game, so 
I had all my family there and a few 
friends, which was really impor¬ 
tant to me,” he said. 

“It was really pleasing to have 
them there to speak to them after 
and see the smiles on their faces. It 
really meant a lot to me.” 

They were all no doubt rightly 
proud about the role Reed played 
in what was a fine all-round team 
performance, and the teenage ace 
was delighted to be able to reflect 
on a positive result and display,

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which snapped the side’s five- 
game losing streak. 

“We’ve started the season very 
well,” he said. “We’ve had a little 
bit of a blip, but we know we’re 
confident in the way we play, and 
we know we can push for a really 
good season this year - something 
special. 

“Every player was fantastic on 
Saturday. The defence, the keep¬ 
er, the midfield, the attackers - 
v .. the way that everyone played and 
worked together was really 
important I think.”

academy. 

Recalling how he came to be 
picked up by Saints as a seven- 
year-old, he said: “I was at 
Arsenal. I went on trial at Arsenal 
and, at that age, the distance is too 
much to travel, so they put me in 
contact with Southampton. 

“I came down here for a trial and 
they offered me a place in the 
academy. 

“Obviously, that was with 
Prowsey (James Ward-Prowse), 
Gapey (Dominic Gape, who came 
on on Saturday, Calum 
[Chambers], Sam McQueen - we 
all rose up from under-eights 
together really.” 


Reed, who shared a place with 
Chambers when the full-back was 
at the club, also believes that pro¬ 
gressing alongside a number of 
his friends has made the transi¬ 
tion from youth to first-team an 
easier one. 

“Obviously, we’ve had a few 
boys come up and leave, but I 
could speak to Prowsey before the 
game and the few days leading up 
to it,” said Reed, who signed a new 
four-year contract last summer. 

“He was speaking to me about 
how he dealt with stuff, and the 
way that I’ve been in and around 
the squad, been on the bench, 
made a few appearances, has 


helped me as well. 

“To be in and around the first- 
team, training with them every 
day, I don’t think I could have 
played with the confidence I did 
if I hadn’t had that.” 

Reed added: “Last year we had t 
Calum, Luke, Prowsey, Sam ,j 
Gallagher as well, and all of ' 
them, so when I went up to train 
with the first-team I had a few p 
familiar faces and that really '' 
helped me to just get my head 
down, concentrate and just play 
my normal way. 

“Obviously, living with Calum 
when he made his Premier 
League debut, I could speak to 
him about that, and when he 
had his good games, when he 
had his bad games, I could sort 
of reflect with him. 

“He listened to me and I lis¬ 
tened to him, so we had a good 
relationship, and that really 
worked and helped me.” 

But what else is it about the 
academy that makes it so good 
at producing young players who 
are ready for first-team action. 

“I think it’s just the way that 
the coaches deal with us at a 
young age,” said Reed. 

FAMILY CLUB 

“Obviously, being in the same 
facility as the first-team, some¬ 
times seeing the first-team play¬ 
ers around when you’re 
younger, it’s really good. 

“It’s like a family club. You 
don’t think that they’re too far 
away from you. 

“I think that’s massive, like 
when you’re in the under-18s, 
under-16s that you can actually 
see the pathway to the first-team 
and that gives you real belief. 

“When you’re walking around 
you can ask for advice, because 
all the first-team players are so 
friendly and are willing to give 
you advice. 

“When you’re young and you 
need the advice, coaches can put 
you in contact with the first- 
team players, who don’t mind 
speaking to you, so that really 
helps.” 

Having had his first serious 
taste of Premier League action, 
Reed is hoping he can now help 
Saints in what is another chal¬ 
lenging run of fixtures against 
some of the division’s elite sides. 

“We’ve got a few big games 
coming up against top-four 
teams, so we’re looking to pick 
up as many points as possible in 
this period, because we know 
how big it is in terms of where 
you end up when it comes to 
May, at the end of the season, so 
we’ll be looking to concentrate, 
play our football and focus on 
picking up some points over this 
Christmas period,” he said.

Guy Martin’s autobiography has 
been one of the year’s sporting 
phenomena, selling in incredi¬ 
ble numbers, thanks in part to 
his television appearances, but 
also to his engaging, boy-next- 
door persona. 

In many respects, his apparent 
devil-may-care attitude is one 
most of us lose once burdened 
with the increasingly heavy 
responsibilities of family, work, 
mortgage and so on, which 
perhaps explains why we enjoy 
reading about a man who 
avoids conformity. 

And this 
book, like 
much else 
that Martin 
presents 
to the pub¬ 
lic on TV 
and in his 
two other 
books, is 
non-con¬ 
formist, 
opinionat¬ 
ed, com¬ 
pelling and 
often very, very funny. 

It’s possible that readers will 
return to some passages and 
wonder whether this star of the 
Isle of Man TT races meant to 
re-emphasise a point he’s 
already made. Is he being 
pedantic or simply trying to fill 
up the page? 

An example: he details every 
bend, straight and corner (with 
speeds) from a road race in 
Ulster and goes on to explain 
that the location known as ‘The 
Hole In The Wall’ is so named 
because, well, “there’s a wall 
with a hole in it.” 

Yet his straight-talking, come- 
day, go-day manner success¬ 
fully disguises the amount of 
hard work Martin undertakes to 
ensure that whenever he strad¬ 
dles a high-performance motor¬ 
bike, he’s taken as much risk 
out of propelling it at 170mph 
as he possibly can. He may 
come across as a man still in 
possession of a youthful, devil- 
may-care attitude, but there’s 
an awful lot of precision to Guy 
Martin as this excellent read 
makes abundantly clear.

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CHRISTMAS is a very special time of 
year. 

It is a time where loved ones come together, 
share gifts, sing carols, and warm themselves 
next to open fires, before indulging in a feast 
and falling asleep in front of the latest Doctor 
Who or Downtown Abbey special. 

To the football fan in particular, the 
Christmas period ‘tis the season to be jolly, 
with each club playing a game once nearly 
every three days in what is a veritable feast of 
action. 

December can be a trying month for even the 
most prepared managers. 

The seemingly never-ending run of games 
can present all kinds of hurdles to overcome. 

A succession of quick injuries that highlights 
a squad’s lack of depth, an international 
superstar showing unwillingness to play in 
the cold and wet of an English winter, a pass¬ 
ing game that can come undone by a frozen 
pitch - these are just a few scenarios that can 
lead to the regular managerial shake-up prior 
to the January transfer window. 

The Premier League table often resembles a 
much different picture at the end of the 
Christmas period. 

A run of games can see a side race away at 
the top, or get worryingly left behind at the 
bottom. 

Whatever the case, it is always great enter¬ 
tainment. 


But it is a good time to remember that foot¬ 
ball’s relationship with Christmas means far 
more than just that. 

It takes us back 100 years to World War One, 
and Christmas Eve of 1914, when the 
“Christmas Truce” - or “Weihnachtsfrieden” 
- took place. 

As I’m sure you know, this was a series of 
widespread, unofficial ceasefires between 
British and German soldiers fighting along the 
Western Front. 

“Stille Nacht. Heilige Nacht. Alles Schlaft, 
einsam wacht,” was the message being sung 
from the German trench. 

Despite the unfamiliar lyrics, the haunting 
“Silent Night” tune was unmistakable. 

At the song’s finale, a lone German soldier 
appeared, in his hand a small tree, glowing 
with light. 

“Merry Christmas, we not shoot, you not 
shoot” was his cry. 

After messages were exchanged across “no 
man’s land”, British and German soldiers met 
in the area between the two enemy trench sys¬ 
tems and exchanged gifts and souvenirs, took 
photographs, and performed joint burial cere¬ 
monies for the fallen. 

Then, in what is one of the truce’s most 
enduring images, troops from both sides tem¬ 
porarily set aside their differences to play a 
game of football. 

Some officers viewed the truce as an oppor¬ 
tunity to improve living conditions and 


morale in the trenches, although others felt it 
would undermine the fighting spirit. 

The truce remained a unique event on the 
Western Front, as the high commands of both 
sides took measures to ensure such “fraterni¬ 
sation” would not occur again. 

A hundred years later, Prince William 
acknowledged: “We all grew up with the story 
of soldiers from both sides putting down their 
arms on Christmas Day, and it remains whol¬ 
ly relevant today as a message of hope over 
adversity, even in the bleakest of times. 

“It promises to be a powerful way to engage 
and educate young people about such an 
important moment in history.” 

The compelling story highlights how sport, 
and football in particular, is a global lan¬ 
guage that can bring people of different back¬ 
grounds and beliefs together. 

It has continued to play an important role in 
Christmas festivities over the years. 

It has been 55 years since the last football 
game was played on Christmas Day in 
England, but the following day, “Boxing 
Day”, is one of just three days where every 
Premier League team plays - the other two 
being New Year’s Day and the final day of the 
season. 

It is a chance for the English top-flight to 
truly dominate global football coverage, as 
well as draw in bumper crowds that can 
result in millions in revenue for the clubs on 
a special day for fans across the world.

Chelsea focused 
on facing Saints 

CHELSEA’S Nemanja Matic says his club’s 
focus is on the here and now ahead of tomor¬ 
row’s trip to Southampton, where Chelsea will 
bid to finish 2014 on a high and begin 2015 on top 
of the Barclays Premier League. 

“We are focused always on the next game,” 
Matic said. “We look at this like a new chal¬ 
lenge, like a new opportunity to show our qual¬ 
ity and we will continue like this. 

“We had some stretches in the dressing room 
(after the West Ham win) and we are already 
focused on Southampton. 

“We will try to prepare ourselves for that 
game and I hope we will continue to win.” 

Jose Mourinho has no injury concerns or sus¬ 
pensions, but must determine how best to 
utilise his squad with matches against 
Tottenham and Watford, in the FA Cup, in the 
following seven days. 

“They are good. They are strong. They are 
human,” Mourinho told Chelsea TV.

Warnock pays the price 
for Southampton defeat 


NEIL Warnock has become the 
Premier League’s first man¬ 
agerial casualty of the sea¬ 
son, with Crystal Palace sack¬ 
ing him this morning, just 
hours after his team lost 3-1 
at home to Saints. 

The 66-year-old only started a 
second spell at Selhurst Park 
on August 27, but has failed 
to carry on the stellar 
work done by predeces¬ 
sor Tony Pulis. 

Pulis walked out 
ahead of the season 
after pulling off a great 
escape during the last 
campaign, but 

Warnock (pictured) - 
despite a memorable 
win over Liverpool - has 
not got things going, and 
leaves Palace with the club 
in the relegation zone on 
points. 

“Crystal Palace Football Club 
can today confirm that Neil 
Warnock has been relieved of his 
duties and is no longer first-team 
manager,” said a statement on the 
club’s official website. 

“The club would like to put on 
record its thanks to Neil for all his 


hard work and energy over the 
past four months. 

“Keith Millen will lead the team 
against Queens Park Rangers 
tomorrow as caretaker manager.” 

Warnock appeared to be show¬ 
ing the strain after Friday’s 3-1 
loss to Southampton, bemoaning 
his side’s lack of luck after listen¬ 
ing to the club’s fans singing “you 
don’t know what you’re 
doing”. 

I thought they had a 
lot of luck last year - I 
don’t see us having 
much luck this 
year,” he said. 

Palace co-chair¬ 
man Steve Parish 
told the South 
London Press: “It 
just didn’t gel. It did¬ 
n’t work. Keith is 
probably in charge for 
the next two games. 
“We need a win. QPR is 
no bigger than any other 
but we need three points. 

“Neil is a lovely bloke. He did 
everything he could. 

“It’s an unfortunate decision. I 
thought about it overnight and 
decided we needed a change. 
Hopefully we’ll get a reaction 
from everybody.” 



Who’s in line for Palace job? 

Tim Sherwood 

The former Tottenham boss was swiftly installed as the book¬ 
makers’ favourite to replace Warnock. Sherwood was inter¬ 
viewed for the job in August after Tony Pulis’ shock exit, but 
ruled himself out after the process dragged on. 

Tony Popovic 

The former Australia international has strong ties with the 
Eagles, having played for the club for five seasons before 
returning in 2011 as part of Dougie Freedman’s backroom set¬ 
up. Popovic has a burgeoning reputation, boosted last month 
by leading Western Sydney Wanderers to the Asian 
Champions League. 

Glenn Hoddle 

The former England boss reportedly turned down the chance 
to speak to Crystal Palace in August, having only recently 
become a coach at QPR. Hoddle was believed to be on a 
three-man shortlist to replace Pulis, along with Sherwood and 
Malky Mackay. 

Chris Hughton 

Out of work since being sacked by Norwich in April, the for¬ 
mer Newcastle and Birmingham is amongst the bookmakers’ 
favourites to replace Warnock. Hughton guided the Canaries 
to 11th in the Premier League in the 2012/13 season. 

Tony Pulis 

Just 134 days after leaving the club by mutual consent, could 
Pulis be returning to Selhurst Park? The bookies certainly 
seem to think there is a chance and it would certainly appear 
a wise appointment. Pulis won the Premier League’s manager 
of the year award last season after impressively steering the 
club to safety.

Toby ready to tackle Costa threat 


SOUTHAMPTON’S Toby Alderweireld began 
2014 playing alongside Diego Costa and ends 
it trying to shackle a player he believes is one 
of the best in the world. 

This has been quite the year for the 25-year- 
old, having made the loan move to Saints 
fresh from helping Belgium to the World Cup 
quarter-finals and Atletico Madrid shock the 
football world. 

Alderweireld was part of the Los 
Colchoneros side which won a first Primera 
Division title in 18 years and came off the 
bench in the Champions League final, where 
rivals Real Madrid cruelly denied them a 
famous double. 

It took extra time for Real to eventually tri¬ 
umph, and things could have been so differ¬ 
ent had star man Costa not been forced off 
just nine minutes into what proved his last 
match for Atletico. 

The bustling forward moved to Chelsea in 
the summer and has so far justified his £32 
million price tag, with the Boxing Day strike 
against West Ham making it 13 goals from his 
first 15 Premier League matches. 

Alderweireld faces the unenviable task of 
attempting to stop Costa adding to that tally 
on Sunday, with the defender well aware of 
the threat his former team-mate poses. 

“It is very difficult because he is fast, he is 
strong, he has technique,” he said. 

“He can score goals, is good with his head, 
so I have to be at my best to stop him.” 


Costa is not the only threat Alderweireld 
knows all too well about, having this year 
also played alongside Eden Hazard, Thibaut 
Courtois and Filipe Luis. 

“They are the best players in the world, 
especially Diego and Eden Hazard,” he said. 
“We have to be at our top to beat them.” 

Despite that, he says Southampton will 
head into the match brimming with confi¬ 
dence after continuing their impressive 
resurgence at Selhurst Park. 

Fresh from ending their worst losing streak 
of the 21 st century against Everton, Ronald 
Koeman’s men triumphed 3-1 against Crystal 
Palace thanks to goals from Sadio Mane, 
Ryan Bertrand and Alderweireld. 

“It’s the best feeling, even for a defender,” 
the latter said after his first Premier League 
goal. “I am very, very pleased that I could 
help the team and after we made it 3-0 it was 
over, I think. 

“It is always difficult to win here and play 
here, especially over the Christmas period. 

“They need the points and we knew that 
before, but I think we played very good, 
defensively it was fantastic and in important 
moments we killed the game. 

“It is very important after a couple of diffi¬ 
cult weeks to win again. 

“They were two difficult games, Everton 
and now here at Crystal Palace, but we got six 
out of six points, made six goals and conceded 
one. We are getting our confidence back.”
